— In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 60 of the Damodar Valley Corpora- 
tion Act, 1948 (14 of 1948), the Corporation hereby 
makes, with the previous sanction of the Central Govern- 
ment, the following ’regulations further to amend the 
Damodar Valley -.Corporation Service Regulations, pub-

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Damodar 

Valley Corporation Service (7th Amendment) 
Regulations, 1969. 

(2) They shall come into fotce on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In Regulation 109 of the Damodar Valley Corpora- 
tion Service Regulations, under the heading 

“Interest Bearing Advances— Advances for the Pur- 
chase of Conveyances” for the existing conditions (i) 
and (ii), the following conditions shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

"(i) (a) The Maximum amount of an advance in 
the case of an employee on a substantive 
appointment for the purchase of a motor 
car shall be Rs. 16,000 or sixteen months’ 
pay of the employee or the anticipated 
price of the motor car, whichever is the 
least, and for the purchase of a motor 
cycle or scooter or auto-cycle, the maxi- 
mum amount of advance shall be Rs. 3,000 
or ten months’ pay of the cmplyee or the 
anticipated price or the conveyance, which- 
ever is the least. If the actual price paid is 
less than the advance taken, the balance 
shall be forthwith refunded. 

(b) In the case of an employee without a subs- 
tantive appointment, application for grant 
of advance for the purchase of a motor car 
or for the purchase of a motor cycle or 
scooter or auto-cycle shall be accompanied 
by a surety bond from a permanent em- 
ployee having a status comparable to or 
higher than that of the empoyee who 
applies for the grant of such advance. 

(ii) Recovery in the case of all employees shall be 
made in not more than eightly equal monthly 
instalments in respect of advance for the pur- 
chase of a motor car and in sixty equal monthly 
instalments in respect of advance for the pur- 
chase of a motor cycle or scooter or auto-cydle. 
Recovery shall be made by deduction from 
monthly pay or leave salaty bill commencing 
with the first issue of pay or leave salary after 
the advance is drawn. The employee at his/ 
her option may refund the amount in lesser 
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number of instalments. Simple interest at such 
rate as may be decided by the Corporation from 
time to time calculated on the balances out- 
standing on the last day of each month shall be 
recovered in one or more instalments, each such 
instalment being not appreciably greater than 
the instalments by which the principal was re- 
covered. Recovery of interest shall commence 
from the month following that in which the 
repayment of the principal has been completed. 
In the event of an employee finally quitting the 
service of the Corporation, the balance of the 
advance together with the interest thereon shall 
be recovered in one lump-sum before the em- 
ployee is released.”
